Education 
is a continuous process throughout life 
in which the home, the church and the 
school each have their part. Mrs. Mer- 
cer explained briefly the benefits and 
drawbacks as it affects rural schools 
where it is difficult to procure suffi- 
cient books or equipment. The speaker 
stated that if any of the branches 
could donate some new books to the 
country school library, it would be a 
worthy and appreciate act.

THRILUING HISTORY OF 


PASSENGERS ON REFUGEE SHIP 


(Continued From Last Week) 

There we did 
not notice till the ship was a day out 
of Lisbon. His real name never ap- 
peared on the passenger list. He had 
been private secretary to a ruler of 
a European country, a man who had 
just disappeared when Hitler took ov: 
er the country by force and treach- 
ery. This man had been active in his 
Opposition to Germany and he _ had 
kept one step ahead of the Gestapo, 


was one passenger 


getting to Lisbon at last, though it 
took him two years to reach it. 
Perhaps he grew careless, or his 


luck deserted him there. The German 
crowd in Portugal found him and had 
him arrested on some charge. But the 
British were alert. The day the Excam- 
bion sailed, he got out of jail some- 
how and was nailed up in a packing 
box. It came aboard with a shipment 
of goods, under the eyes of the Port- 
ugese police. For a day, he stayed 
down in the hold, then came on deck, 
a free man again. At Bermuda he left 


the ship, to land on British soil at 
last. 
By comparison with this man, our 


heal live Prince of the House of Bour- 
bon, pretender to the throne of France 
and a French Admiral going to join 
the Free French, seemed ordinary in- 
deed. 

High Regard for Secret Service— 

It was at Bermuda that the British 
Secret Service took a big jump in our 
estimation and the Canadians had a 
chance to stick their chests out a lit- 
tle farther. 

The arrival of 
Bermuda was exciting enough. 
negro pilot came out in his little 
launch and boarded the ship just be- 
fore dark. Bermuda consists of a 
small group of islands. strategically 
situated in mid-Atlantic, with Hamil- 
ton the chief city. To get to Hamilton 
harbor, the ship had to pass through 
a long bay strewn with mines. The 
open path was a zig-zag affair and 
the ship moved slowly from one mar- 
ker to another, the searchlights con- 
tinually moving over the other. One 
mistake there would be just too bad. 

In the harbor at last, word went 
around that hte Canadians were free 
to go on shore, along with the King’s

messenger, but all others must stay 
on board for search and questioning. 
It was Bermuda’s rainy 
the water was pouring down in tor 
rents, and I had seen Bermuda before, 
so I stayed on board and watched pro- 
ceedings. 

The ship was taken over completely 


by the British, by agreement with the | 


ship owners, of course. All mail was 


taken ashore to be censored. All alien | 


passengers were herded on to the af- 
ter deck until their turns came. 

It was an interesting process. The 
person questioned sat at a little table. 
A naval officer conducted the investi- 
gation in French, German or what- 
ever other language the passenger 
understood best, while a girl from the 
censorship staff took down every word 
in shorthand in that language. 

It soon became apparent that these 
men and women knew an amazing 
amount about aur fellow-travellers — 
more than we had learned in a week 
with them. And they knew the sities 
in Europe whence they came, and 
could detect the flaws in their stories 
It was a thorough inquisition, which 
only the British subjects and those 
few Americans in the diplomatic ser- 
vice escaped, and it took most of the 
night. When it was done, we knew 
how the British can check up on the 
damage done by bombing and can col- 
lect other scraps of interesting and 
valuable information. 

No doubt, the United States has al- 
so benefitted from this thorough-go- 
ing system as well. Some of the Can- 
adians were a bit doubtful about sev- 
eral of the passengers. There were 
two men, both with English-sounding 
Names (and passports) but supposed 
to be escaping from France to the 
United States, One of them pretended 
to be o pacifist and quoted A. A. Milne 
poems to the children on board and 
the other one got drunk on the last 
night on the ship nd started to recite 
about Germany’s might and the use- 
lessness of holding out any longer 
against her. It was Dave Rogers to 
whom he was opening out and our 
Western friend called us over to hear 
it, and we felt like heaving the man 
overboard. Perhaps we should have 
done it, but maybe he is in an intern- 
ment camp south of the border by this 
time. If not he is a distinct menace 
to the nation. 

After the Excambion left Bermuda 

there seemed to be no more danger. 
That was before German submarines 
were operating close to the coast, so 
there was a chance to relax. On the 
Mist Monday morning in October, we 
sailed past the Statue of Liberty and 
past the skyscrapers of New York 
to disembark finally on the New Jer- 
sey Shore. 
That night, I was back at La Guardia 
Airport, outside New York, the place 
from which the trip had started six 
weeks before. But this time it was not 
the Clipper but a trim Trans-Canada 
plane that took m up over New York. 
The plane took a route directly over 
the heart of the city, where millions 
of lights shone, in contrast to the 
blacked-out towns of Britain and Eu- 
rope, Two hours later, I could see the 
lights of Toronto and the long high- 
way to Hamilton, still lighted in those 
days. The big thrill of the trip was to 
be able to step out on Canadian soil 
again. Never before did Canada seem 
so good. It wasn’t because it was safe 
here, but because this was part of 
the great British Empire. Never before 
did that seem so important.

Whenever a vacancy occurs, or additional staff is required, or a lay-off 
of staff is anticipated, the employer shall notify the local Employment Office. 
He may engage only persons referred to him by, or approved by, the local 
Employment Office. 

A local Selective Service Officer may revoke at any time, on not less than 
ten days notice, any approval granted by him. 

Appeal from a Selective Service Officer's decision may be made in writing 
within ten days to the Divisional Registrar of the National War Services Board, 
and the decision of the Board shall be final. 


EXCEPTIONS 


This order does not include employment: (1) In agriculture, fishing, 
hunting or trapping; (2) Subject to the Essential Work. (Scientific and Technical 
Personnel) Regulations, 1942; (3) In domestic service in a private home; (4) Of 
students after school hours or during holidays (but does include employment 
during Summer Vacations); (5) In part-time work which is not the principal 
means of livelihood; (6) Casual or irregular employment for not more than 
three days in any calendar week for the same employer; (7) Under the Govern- 
ment of any Province. 


This order does not affect Re-employment: (1) Within not more than 14 
consecutive days after the last day a person worked for the same employer; 
(2) After sickness or disability which caused the suspension of the employment; 
(3) On resumption of work after a stoppage caused by an industrial dispute; 
(4) In accordance with a collective labour agreement which provides for prefer- 
ence according to length of service or seniority; (5) On compulsory re-instate- 
ment after Military Service. 

Until further notice from the Director of National Selective Service or a 
local National Selective Service Officer, any employer may temporarily engage any 
employee, if he submits within three days to a local office an application in dupli- 
cate for the approval of such engagement. Such application shall state the 
insurance book number, or the insurance registration number, (U.I.C. Form 413), 
name, address, age, sex, occupation of such employee, the name of his or her 
most recent employer, and the date he or she left employment with such employer. 


Penalties for infringements of this order provide for a fine up to $500.00, or 
imprisonment up to 12 months, or both fine and imprisonment. 


This order supersedes previous National Selective Service Orders 
respecting restricted and unrestricted occupations.

(Compiled from the records 651 
Government and Searle Rain Gauges). 

The total moisture condition for the 
three prairie provinces, weighted and 
averaged for both stubble and sum- 
merfallow land on June 8th was 93 
per cent of normal, as compared with 
94 per cent last week and 89 per cent 
at this time a year ago. On crops seed- 
ed on stubble land, and which have 
reserves from last fall and this  cur- 
rent season, the condition is now 100 
per cent of normal, compared with 
103 per cent last week and 88 a year 
ago. On crops seeded on summerfal- 
low and which have reserves of an ex- 
tra year’s rainfall, the moisture con- 
dition now is 90 per cent, compared 
with 91 per cent last week and 90 per 
cent at this time a year ago. 

The total moisture condition in Al- 
berta on June 8th was 89 per cent of 
normal, as compared with 90 per cent 
last week and 80 per cent a year ago. 

For Saskatchewan the total moist- 
ture condition is now 87 per cent as 
compared with 88 per cent last week 
and 86 per cent a year ago. 

For Manitoba the total moisture 
condition is now 129 per cent, as com- 
pared with 134 per cent last week and 
128 per cent a year ago. 

During the past week heavy rains 
fell over southern Alberta, south-west- 
ern Saskatchewan and over a_ wide 
area in east-central and north central 
Saskatchewan. All other areas on the 
prairies received considerably less 
than normal rainfall during the week. 
A large area in central Alberta is 
still badly deficient in moisture.
